Dear Harold, 

MBS?? I have received jusmXxki your mailing of the 17th. Thanks for the $5, 

MX which just about covers the copying and mailing costs of the stuff I sent you. 

I'm pleased that I could help. 

I don’t want to waste your precious time, but I do not have an ass answer to 
my question about when you will be publishing the transcript. Specifically, do 
you plan to wait until someone else tries to use the transcript, sx or will you 
publish as soon$ as possible? If the latter, can you estimate for me when copies 
will be available? 

If you do not want to explain to me whatever it Is you feel I am not seeing, 
fine. isxxKK I simply cannot penetrate your siixx ellipses. So forget it. 

Enclosed is a copy of the Archives letter of July 10 to me. It is in reply 
to my letter of June 25, a copy of which I sent you with my letter fe of that date. 

As you can see, the basic review of classified W.C. documents under E0 11652 
was; in 1972. S I am told that "The withheld transcripts were reviewed in 1972," 
with the clear implication that only the 1/27 transcript was subsequently re-reviewed. 
Explicitly, that is the only formerly-withheld transcript which has been released. 

So, there is not even the pretense that the itexafc “mandatory review" was not related 
to your case. 

I assume they have given a consistent response to your questions. 

It may be significant that they treated my questions about the other withheld 
transcripts as a request for review. As you can ax see from my letter of 6/25, 

I clearly asked for a review only of four specific items (points A-D). They ma.y 
have used my questions about the other transcripts as an excuse to start a review, 
XKxXkxk in order to obscure the fact that the only transcript which has been 
reviewed since 1972 is the one you were suing for.(**) has no inte ntion of doing anything 

I have heard from Lixton, who assures me that he : . " . 

with these transcripts - he is involved in other matters. I still have not heard 
of anyone else who was notified by the Archives that the transcript was released.
